Japan’s Crisis Drives U.S. Changes 


Recent nuclear disaster 
may affect plant sites 
in big American cities 


Washington 

Energy Secretary Steven Chu sug- 
gested Sunday that Japan’s nuclear 
crisis might make it less likely that 
new nuclear reactors are built near 
large American cities, just one of 
many safety changes that could be 
forthcoming as U.S. officials review 
reactor safety. 

“Certainly where you site reac- 
tors and where we site reactors going 
forward will be different than where 
we might have sited them in the 
past,” Chu said in response to ques- 
tions about the Indian Point nuclear 
plant near New York City. “Any time 
there is a serious accident, we have 
to learn from those accidents and 
go forward.” 

Meanwhile, the chairman of the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission said 
his agency will again review how U.S. 
nuclear plants store spent-fuel from 
nuclear reactors. The state of the 
spent fuel pools at the Fukushima 
Dai-ichi plant has been a major con- 
cern as Japanese officials try to stem 
the release of radiation and bring the 
reactors under control. 

“Five days ago everybody was 
worried about earthquakes and 
tsunamis and the reactors cool- 




Indian Point Power Plant 

New York Gov. Andrew Cuomo is seeking a review 
of the Indian Point power plant, about 40 miles 
north of New York City. More than 21 million peo- 
ple live within 50 miles of the plant. Energy Sec- 
retary Steven Chu, who spoke on “Fox News Sun- 
day" and CNN’s “State of the Union,” said offi-

Safety Measures 

After the 2001 terrorist attacks, 

U.S. officials took steps to make sure 
that nuclear reactors could withstand 
an attack as well as earthquakes and 
other natural disasters. In the days af- 
ter the Japan earthquake and tsunami. 
President Obama asked for another 
safety review. On Sunday, Nuclear Reg- 
ulatory Commission Gregory Jaczko 
emphasized that the 104 nuclear reac- 
tors in the United States are required 
to have redundant systems — “a back- 
up to the backup" — to ensure that a 
loss of power will not cripple their abil- 
ity to cool the spent fuel pools, (ap) 


ing,” NRC Chairman Gregory Jacz- 
ko said. “Today everybody is worried 
about the spent fuel pools. Until this 
is resolved we are not going to ulti- 
mately know what the most impor- 
tant factors are in terms of what needs 
to be addressed.” 

In the United States, lessons 
learned from safety studies could 
affect the NRC’s review of pending 
applications for new nuclear plants, 
Jaczko said. 

Rep. Ed Markey, D-Mass., said 
the crisis called into question the via- 
bility of nuclear power in the United 
States: “We should understand that 
it’s very difficult for us to guarantee 
that a catastrophic meltdown cannot 
happen in our country.” (ap)

New York 

AT&T Inc., the second-largest 
wireless carrier in the United 
States, on Sunday said it will buy 
T-Mobile USA, the fourth-larg- 
est, from Deutsche Telekom AG 
in a cash-and-stock deal valued 
at $39 billion. 

AT&T will pay about $25 billion 
in cash and the balance in company 
stock in a deal that gives Deutsche 
Telekom about an 8 percent equi- 
ty stake in AT&T. 

T-Mobile is coming off two years 
of flat revenue as it struggles to 
compete with much larger rivals 
AT&T and Verizon Wireless. Bel- 
levue, Wash.-based T-Mobile USAs

under 34 million, though it posts 
consistent profits. 

There have been reports over 
the last year that Deutsche Telekom 


has been looking at radical moves 
to let it get more value out of its U.S. 
holding, including a possible com- 
bination with Sprint Nextel Corp. 
or some other U.S. partner. 

AT&T said in a statement Sun- 
day the deal gives it an “optimal 
combination of network assets” 
that adds capacity sooner than any 
other alternative. It also said the 
deal will improve network quality 
for the customers of both compa- 
nies and increase the number of cell 
towers by about 30 percent in some 
of its most populated areas. 

The deal has been approved by 
the boards of both companies, but 
will likely face tough scrutiny from 
regulators, (ap)

Workers report 
gains at stricken 
nuclear plant, but 
new worries arise 

Fukushima, Japan 

Japanese officials reported prog- 
ress Sunday in their battle to gain 
control over a leaking, tsunami- 
stricken nuclear complex, though 
the crisis was far from over, with 
the discovery of more radiation- 
tainted vegetables and tap water 
adding to public fears about con- 
taminated food and drink. 

The announcement by Japan’s 
Health Ministry late Sunday that 
tests had detected excess amounts 
of radioactive elements on cano- 
la and chrysanthemum greens 
marked a low moment in a day 
that had been peppered with bits 
of positive news: First, a teen- 
ager and his grandmother were 
found alive nine days after being 
trapped in their earthquake-shat- 
tered home. Then, the operator of 
the overheated nuclear plant said 
two of the six reactor units were 
safely cooled down. 

“We consider that now we have 


come to a situation where we are 
very close to getting the situation 
under control,” Deputy Cabinet Sec- 
retary Tetsuro Fukuyama said. 

Still, serious problems remained 
at the Fukushima Dai-ichi nucle- 
ar complex. Pressure unexpect- 
edly rose in a third unit’s reac- 
tor, meaning plant operators may 
need to deliberately release radio- 
active steam. That has only added

The U.S.-backed president ofYemen 
suffered a devastating political 
blow on Sunday when his own

an end to his three 
decades in power. 

Massive crowds flooded cities 
and towns around the impover- 
ished and volatile nation, scream- 
ing in grief and anger as they 
mourned dozens of protesters killed 


Friday when President Ali Abdul- 
lah Saleh’s security forces opened 
fire from rooftops on a demonstra- 
tion in the capital. 

Saleh appeared to be trying to 
hold on, firing his entire Cabinet 
ahead of what one government offi- 
cial said was a planned mass res- 
ignation, but making no mention 
of stepping down himself Yemen’s 
ambassador to the United Nations 


and its human rights minister had 
announced their resignations ear- 
lier in the day. 

Ibrahim Sharqieh, deputy direc- 
tor of the Brookings Doha Center 
said that it was far from clear what 
would replace Saleh if he goes. 
Options could include a military- 
run transitional government and 
an administration of tradition- 
al political opposition parties, (ap)

Doubt Clouds Haitian Election 


Political crisis, return 
of ex-president add 
to voter’s uncertainty 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

One candidate is a musician with 
a bad-boy past. The other is a for- 
mer first lady with a long political 
resume. Haiti’s voters headed to 
the polls Sunday to choose one of 
them to lead a country where anger 
with the government runs deep and 
nearly a million people are living 
on the streets. 

The election, already delayed 
by a political crisis, is also clouded 
with uncertainty over the return 


of ousted former President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide, a popular but 
divisive figure whose mere pres- 
ence was considered by the U.S. 
government and others as a pos- 
sible threat to the vote. 

Lines formed outside polling 
stations before dawn Sunday as 
many people sought to cast bal- 
lots before going to church. 

Mirlande Manigat, the for- 
mer first lady, and Michel “Sweet 
Micky” Martelly, a star of Haitian 
compas music, emerged as the top 
two finishers from a first-round, 
18-candidate vote in November 
that was marred by fraud and dis- 
organization. Whoever wins will 
face major challenges, including a

Police: slaying may 
have stemmed from 
stolen goods dispute 

Bethesda, Md. 

Montgomery County detectives are 
investigating whether a workplace 
dispute over stolen merchandise 
led to the slaying inside a Bethes- 
da yoga clothing shop, police said 
Saturday. 

In court papers, detectives said 
the suspect’s coverup cracked under 
mounting forensic evidence and 
investigators’ questions. 

Brittany Norwood, who was 
a standout soccer player in high 
school and college, is charged with 
murder in the March 11 death of 
her co-worker, Jayna Murray, 30. 
Norwood, 28, was being held at 
the Montgomery County jail Sat- 
urday without bond. She is due in 
court Monday. 


Norwood at first portrayed her- 
self as a victim in the attack, and 
police said she concocted the story 
that had downtown Bethesda on 
edge for a week: that two masked 
men entered Lululemon Athletica 
after closing time, sexually assault- 

a ed her and Mur- 
ray, tried to steal 
money and left 
her tied up in the 
store, where she 
was discovered 
the next morn- 
Norwood ing. 

But according 

to the new court records, detectives 
slowly gathered evidence that con- 
tradicted the story. At one point in 
the court papers. Detective James 
Drewry labeled as “unbelievable” 
Norwood’s explanation of why she 
moved the victim’s car on a night 
that she supposedly spent tied up 
in a restroom. 

From early in the case, detec- 


tives could see problems with 
Norwood’s story, according to the 
court filing. 

As doubts rose about details of 
her account, detectives studied pho- 
tos of Norwood that were taken by 
the responding patrol officers. They 
concluded that the position of Nor- 
wood’s hands — above her head — 
indicated that she had posed her- 
self, the papers say. 

Detectives will now focus on a 
motive. Officials said Saturday that 
detectives are looking into wheth- 
er the killing stemmed from Nor- 
wood “being suspected of steal- 
ing merchandise.” But detectives 
have not ruled out other possible 
motives. 

Kenny Fried, a spokesman 
for Lululemon, declined to com- 
ment about Norwood, saying the 
company didn’t want to inter- 
fere with the police investiga- 
tion.

Life After the College Acceptance Letter 


Calculate your total 
costs by decoding 
what aid is offered 


New York 

College financial aid awards aren’t 
always as generous as they seem. 

To accurately compare the cost 
of attending various schools, stu- 
dents and parents will need to take 
a closer look at exactly what type 
of aid is being offered — and on 
what terms. 

“Gift aid and loans are very 
different. And even within loans 
there are big differences,” said 
Myra Smith, executive director of 
financial aid services at The College 
Board. “It can be hard for families 
to decipher the information.” 

Other details can skew the value 
of an aid package too. As award let- 
ters start rolling in, there are three 
big figures to watch for: the school’s 
estimated cost of attendance, the 
total amount of aid awarded and 
the difference that needs to be paid 
out of pocket. Here are some points 
to keep in mind: 


Cost of Attendance 

There shouldn’t be any surprises 
when looking over the price tag for 
tuition, fees and room and board. 
But the cost of attendance cited in 
a college’s financial aid award let- 
ter will also include estimates for 
books, supplies, and living and 
transportation expenses. 

Those estimates can vary sig- 
nificantly depending on the stu- 
dent. So what you end up paying 


could be far higher or lower than 
the school’s projection. 

“Some students may need $200 
a month for living expenses, others 
might need more,” Smith said. 

Scholarships, Grants 

A key figure to look for is the 
amount of gift aid being awarded; 
this is money that doesn’t need to 
be earned or repaid. 

For grants and scholarships 


that are based on merit, make sure 
you’re aware of the academic stan- 
dard that needs to be maintained. 
Many freshmen struggle to adjust 
to the course work. That means 
holding onto grants and scholar- 
ships isn’t always a given. 

Last-Minute Changes 

There’s another reason the finan- 
cial aid award might not translate 
dollar-for-dollar into an amount 



that helps defray costs. 

Most financial aid award let- 
ters require students to disclose 
any outside scholarships or grants 
they’ve won. And the disclosure 
usually results in the reduction of 
the aid package by the amount of 
the outside award. 


There shouldn’t be any surprises when 
looking over the price tag for college. 
Look beyond the estimates given in the 
financial aid letter to figure total costs. 


The Big Picture 

When comparing aid awards, 

families often focus on the total aid 
being offered and lose sight of the fi- 
nancial toll loans can take after grad- 
uation. Schools no longer include 
private loans as part of their awards, 
but federal loans still make up 43 
percent of aid packages, according 
to The College Board. There are sev- 
eral types of federal loans, but the 
main feature to check for is whether 
it’s subsidized. This means the gov- 
ernment picks up the cost of interest 
while the student is in school, (ap) 


If this happens, Gary Carpenter, 
executive director of the National 
College Advocacy Group, which 
provides college planning con- 
sulting, suggests families appeal 
to aid offices and detail the time 
and effort the student logged to be 
awarded that money. 

Otherwise, a successful appeal 
of an aid package will depend on 
the ability to show the student’s 
financial situation has changed or 
wasn’t taken into account, (ap)

Deeming strikes 
in Libya a success, 
U.S. stays vague 
on mission’s goal 

Washington 

The U.S. on Sunday claimed initial 
success two days into an assault 
on Libya that included some of the 
heaviest firepower in the Ameri- 
can arsenal — long-range bombers 
designed for the Cold War — but 
American officials said Sunday it was 
too early to define the international 
military campaign’s endgame. 

The top U.S. military officer 
suggested that Libyan strong- 
man Moammar Gadhafi might 
stay in power in spite of the mil- 
itary assault aimed at protecting 
civilians, calling into question the 
larger objective of an end to Gad- 
hafi’s erratic 42-year rule. Other top 
U.S. officials have suggested that 
a weakened and isolated Gadhafi 
could be ripe for a coup. 

A second wave of attacks, mainly 
from American fighters and bomb- 
ers, targeted Libyan ground forces 
and air defenses, following an open- 
ing barrage Saturday of sea-launched 
Tomahawk cruise missiles.

William E. Gortney, said that the 
back-to-back assaults Saturday and 
Sunday had inflicted heavy damage. 
They largely silenced Gadhafi’s air 
defenses, blunted his army’s drive 
on the rebel stronghold of Benghazi 
and confused his forces. “We judge 
these strikes to have been very 
effective,” said the staff director 
for the Joint Chiefs of Staff 

Gortney’s assessment suggested 
that further strikes on the scale of 
Saturday’s heavy assault with sea- 
launched Tomahawk cruise missiles 
may not be needed, although he did 
not rule out further attacks. 

Meanwhile, Gadhafi vowed to 
fight on during a phone call to Lib- 


yan state television Sunday. “We 
promise you a long war,” he said. 

Sunday’s attacks, carried out by 
a range of U.S. aircraft demonstrat- 
ed the predominance of U.S. fire- 
power in the international coali- 
tion. By striking Libyan ground 
forces, coalition forces also showed 
that they are going beyond the goal 
of establishing a no-fly zone over 
the country. 

U.S. missiles and warplanes 
were clearly in the lead Saturday 
and Sunday, but U.S. officials say 
the plan remains for the U.S. to step 
back once the threat from the Lib- 
yan military is reduced. 

Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, pressed 
repeatedly during a round of Sun- 
day television interviews, said the 
first step — imposing a no-fly zone 
— had been achieved, with little 
worry of Gadhafi shooting down 
allied patrols.

A box set Looks back 
at Aretha Franklin's 
formative years with 
Columbia Records 


Music 

The history of popular music is full of 
teen singers who make a splash, then 
dry up. And then there is Aretha. 

On March 22, “Take a Look: 
Aretha Franklin Complete on 
Columbia” ($130, Columbia) drops, 
marking the 50th anniversary of 
Franklin’s secular debut at age 18 
in 1962. The 11-CD and one-DVD 
set includes everything she ever 
did for the label. 

Of course, the young Aretha 
Franklin was not a typical teenage 
singer. “She was the opposite of Bren- 
da Lee or Frankie Lymon or Michael 
Jackson or Justin Bieber,” says David 
Ritz, who co-wrote Franklin’s auto- 
biography, “From These Roots.” 
“She had a mature voice from the 
get-go.” Her life experience added to 
her grown-up sound. “She got up [to 
sing] in a church as a very young girl, 
and got tremendous communal sup- 
port,” Ritz says. “That made her feel 
confident and older than her years.” 

The choice of record label added 
to her mature musical persona as 
well. Home to Andy Williams and 
Barbara Streisand, Columbia didn’t 
know how to make popular music 
for a youthful audience. Not until 
Franklin released her first Atlan- 
tic recording in 1967 did she truly 
become Queen of Soul, forging a 



powerful, gospel-rooted style. 

“Take a Look” shows that Frank- 
lin’s Columbia work foreshadowed 

— and in some cases equaled and 
surpassed — her Atlantic genius. 
“Here’s Aretha: young, so expres- 
sive, with such a gorgeous voice,” 
says Anthony Heilbut, author of 
“The Gospel Sound: Good News and 
Bad Times.” And she could really get 
inside a lyric. “She loses herself in 
the story of a song,” says Ritz. 

Perhaps the greatest revelation 
in “Take a Look” are the six songs 
on the DVD, all from “The Steve 
Allen Show” in 1964. Dressed in 
glittery gowns, Franklin sings her 
heart out and clearly leads the band. 
She closes her eyes during “Sky- 
lark,” shoots for the highest of high 
notes, and creates a sublime musi- 
cal moment. 

Although she has, in some inter- 
views, confessed that she felt lost at 
times during her Columbia period 

— not sure “where [I] was headed”

NPR's music site has 
become an influential 
player in the industry

You know you’re at an NPR-spon- 
sored gig at South by Southwest — 
the annual music festival — because 
everyone is carrying a tote bag. 

Organizers hand them out at 
a nightclub on Sixth Street dur- 
ing NPR’s Thursday afternoon 
SXSW concert, for which the line 
is stretched down the block. Inside 
the canvas sacks: a T-shirt, a CD, a 
beer koozie. 

But the fans didn’t come for the 


swag. They came to see their favor- 
ite new bands — bands that swarm 
SXSW every year with big dreams. 
One day, with any luck, these groups 
will be smiling for magazine covers, 
singing on late-night television shows 
and ... hearing their music stream- 
ing on NPR’s Web site? 

Forget the totes — NPR has a 
brand new bag. The Washington, 
D.C.-based news outiet has emerged 
as an influential powerhouse in a 
splintering music industry thanks 
to the growing popularity of NPR 
Music, a Web site that has connected 
with music fans by premiering new 
albums, streaming live concerts and 
landing exclusive interviews. 

How big of a deal is NPR in the

music world? Bertis Downs, man- 
ager of R.E.M., says NPR’s endorse- 
ment now carries as much cultural 
weight as an appearance on “Sat- 
urday Night Live” or the cover of 
Rolling Stone. “When we sit around 
thinking, ‘How do we get attention?’ 


— they’re at the top of the list,” says 
Downs, who recentiy helped R.E.M. 
get its new album streamed on NPR 
Music. “We know that’s where the 
audience is.” 

And it’s one that’s growing. Traf- 
fic on NPR Music has quadrupled 
since the site launched in 2007, and it 
currentiy accounts for about 14 per- 
cent of NPR.org’s visitors. 

But as the audience for NPR 
Music grows, it appears to con- 
sist of a demographic that’s actual- 
ly shrinking: music fans who still 
buy music. 

When NPR pushes a group, 
“there’s a spike in sales and chat- 
ter online,” says Steve Martin, the 
publicist for Radiohead, Arcade Fire 
and Paul McCartney .“It’s some- 
thing that reaches an audience that 
a lot of other people don’t reach.”
